Minister Chamberlain tonight linec 
up with President Roosevelt agains 
any "demand to dominate the work 
by force" and told Europe's dicta 
tors that "it is time now" that they 
made a contribution to world peace 


The prime minister, speaking a 


a dinner given by the Birmingham 
Jewelers' association, looked ahead 
to a critical week which may show 
plainly whether the world is mov- 
ing toward war or peace. 


He paid a markedly warm tribute 


to Premier Mussolini of Italy with- 
out whose cooperation during the 
September war scare he said "I do 
not believe peace could have been 
saved." 


His only 
reference to Reichs- 


fuehrer Hitler was in a mention of 
the British-German peace declar- 
ation signed at Munch Sept 30, the 
day after Czechoslovakia was dis- 
membered. 


People Want Peace 


After noting the desire of Brit- 


ish, French, Italian and German 
peoples to live at peace, the prime 
minister added significantly: 


"I do not exclude the possibility 


that these feelings of the p^nple 
may not always be shared by their 
governments and I recognize that it 
is with governments and not peo- 
ples that we have io deal." 


Chamberlain acknowledged the 


existence of widespread fears about 
the intentions of Europe's totalitar- 
ian leaders—fears which he said 
"out not to be allowed to persist" 


"For peace could only be endan- 


gered by such a challenge as was 
envisaged by the president of the 
United States in his new year mes- 
sage, a demand to dominate the 
•world by force. 


"That would be a demand which 


as the president indicated and 1 
myself have already declared, the 
democracies must inex-itably re- 
rist." 


'Sut I cannot believe that any 


fuch challenge is intended." 


Chamberlain urged his hearers 


to "go forward to meet the future 
•with the calm courage which en- 
abled our ancestors to win through 
their 
troubles a century and a 


quarter ago" — in the Napoleonic 
wars. 


Points to Tension 


The strain of present day gov- 


ernment, he said, could be borne 
only by "a young fellow like my- 
self." 


To his audience of business men 


he admitted that "a certain amount 
of political tension in international 
affairs . . . undoubtedly is hold- 
ing back enterprise."

ciliatory in his Monday speech be- 
fore the German rcichstag Cham- 
berlain added:

CORPORATIONS AND EMPLOYMENT 


The Secretary of the Treasury released 


some very interesting figures the«other 
day. They contain a lesson that every- 
one in America should learn. 


These figures were from the Depart- 


ment of Internal Revenue which has to 
do with income taxes. They 
revealed, 


using round figures, a total of 530,000 cor- 
porations in the country. Of this number 
52,000 are inactive and therefore are of no 
real consequence in the picture at which 
the people should look. 


Out of the balance of 478,000 corpor- 


ations we find that for the year 1936, a 
fairly good year since the depression has 
become chronic, 203,000 of these corpor- 
ations were operated at a profit and 275,- 
000 at a loss.

Many 
a nation has succumbed to a breakdown 
of the morale of its people. The state, 
therefore, is justified in taking such 
measures as will engender and main- 
tain patriotism in the young."

that is in that "twilight zone" where opin- 
ions cannot always be expected to make 
sharp or clear outlines and therefore con- 
clusions are bound to differ. 
But sight 


should not be lost of the fact that cer- 
tain organizations are capable of much 
mischief by assuming the lordly raiment 
of religion.

Soil Box in Sunny Window 


Reliable Aid to Gardening 


Thousands of seedling vegetable 


and flower plants are grown suc- 
cessfully each spring in small box- 
es of soil placed in south or east 
windows. They arc a reliable aid 
to good 
gardening 
If 
properly 


handled. 


The preparation of the seed box 


is a simple task but one that needs 
care to be reasonably certain of 
bringing the seedlings to planting 
size. 


In a tightly built box it is advis- 


able to bore holes in the bottom to 
assist quick drainage. By covering 
th<j holes with 'pieces of broken pot- 
tery, the soil is prevented 
from 


leaking through. If a box is loose- 
ly put together, with cracks be- 
tween its boards, the" drainage 
holes may be omitted. 


For the finer seeds it is an ex- 


cellent plan to cut burlap to fit the 
box and lay it over the 
coarse 


drainage and then place the soil 
upon it so that the box may be wa- 
tered by setting it in a pan of wa- 
ter and there will be no danger of 
washing the tiny 
seeds or seed- 


lings. Firm the soil and sow the 
seed thinly in rows. This is better 
than sowing broadcast as it will be 
appreciated when it comes to trans- 
planting. 


Thin sowing is economy. .Quan- 


tities of seed are wasted by too 
thick planting. 
The tiny 
plants 


crowd each other and none of them 
has a fair chance when they come 
up thick as fur. This necessitates 
early 
transplanting 
before 
the 


seedlings are strong enough to be 
handled. 


Cover the 
seed 
boxes with a 


damp cloth or piece of paper until 
germination starts, then place a 
pane of glass over the top. Remove 
the paper or cloth as soon as the 
first tiny sprouts break the soil. 
Wipe off the covering glass when 
water collects on it from evapora- 
tion. This will prevent 
moisture

Be A Careful Driver 


Income Tax Never Intended 


As Political Coercion Club 


BY WESTBROOK FEGLER 


New York—Thc troubles of the income tax payer long have been a 


source of crude mirth to those who like to jest at wounds, but thc dis- 
cussion has now taken a new turn. The president's proposal to tax thc 
salaries of state, county and municipal employes and the income from 
securities issued by the states and their subdivisions is examined with 


suspicion as a cunning and shysteresque design of thc 
federal government to destroy thc states themselves. 
Theoretically, congress might attempt this by fixing 
the tax rate on thc income from these securities at a 
prohibitive figure. Congress might also tax the in- 
come of churches, which now enjoy exemption not 
only as to contributions but also as to profits on com- 
merce conducted by religious bodies. Congress might 
choke off contributions to the churches by refusing to 
permit deduction of such sums from the income of 
the donors. Thc income tax amendment contains a 
power of mischief which was foreseen in part and 
viewed with alarm in some of thc debates which pre- 
ceded its adoption. 


Pegler 
Of itself the present proposal obviously is no tax 


on the states or their subdivisions. When a governor, mayor, judge or 
commissioner cashes his pay check the money is his and the tax burden 
falls on him. not his employer. Similarly, the owner of a bond, and not 
the authority which sold it to him. is the victim when the time comes to 
pay the tax on the income from it. There are those who frankly argue 
that the states, in thc main, have 
failed to meet their responsibilities 
and, 
under the political temptations 


set forth by the New Deal, have be- 
come parasites on one another and 
that the vast and inefficient spread 
of taxing bodies within the states 
has become an unbearable burden. 


The honest way to meet that is- 


sue would be to talk it out and vote 
it out on its merits, but the shyster 
mentality would not do it that way. 
The cunning way of creating chang- 
es, the way of Adolf Hitler, the way 
of our communists and their fellow- 
travelers, too, is to use an existing 
law to obtain results which were 
not intended by the law in the first 
place. 
Might Be Utilized 
To Endanger Press 


The income tax law never was 


intended as a weapon of political 
coercion, for example, but has been 
so used in the last few years and 
may yet be used lor the same mo- 
tive to destroy the native Amer- 
ican press through pressure on the 
advertisers. The press could be kill- 
ed off by a law disallowing as bus- 
iness expense the sums of money 
which advertisers spend to sell their 
goods. The income tax was not in- 
tended and not even the most cao- 
tious statesman foresaw 
that 
it 


might be used to kill the Ameri- 
can press lor criticizing the New 
Deal Nor was it intended to intimi- 
date individuals in the exercise ol 
their constitutional right to petition 
congress, but last year Senator 
Minton. of Indiana, obtained from 
the White House authority to ex- 
amine the income tax returns of all 
citizens whom he might accuse of 


lobbying on an issue close to the 
heart of the administration. 


To be sure, mere examination of 


an honest return should cause n<> 
embarrassment, but it has been ob- 
served that Senator Minton did no' 
summon Jimmy 
Roosevelt, 
the 


president's son, as a lobbyist and 
that Jimmy did not exactly clamor 
for an opportunity to reconcile his 
claim of high ethics with his ad- 
mission that he telegraphed 
to

treatment for a guest of the pres- 
ident-elect who was important to 
him in a business way. Senator 
Minton himself, whose own tax re- 
turn would be no less interesting 
than those of citizens who had the 
effrontery to petition the congress 
which he adorns, did not set an ex- 
ample by throwing his own return 
on the table and demanding ex- 
pert analysis by a bug-hunter from 
the internal revenue. 


The misuse of the tax returns has 


been conducted with political dis- 
cretion, and the power which can 
be read into the amendment and 
ratified by an obedient congress by 
shyster mental processes is unques- 
tionably the power to destroy not 
only the states but the press, relig- 
ious organizations and an economic 
system which is the object of ill- 
concealed contempt in some quar- 
ters in Washington today. 


Surely there was no original in- 


tention that high-salaried public 
employees should be exempt from 
the income tax or that millionaires 
should find it more profitable to 
invest in tax-exempt issues than 
to put their money to -work in in-

turned. The ace, king, and jack of 
hearts were cashed, and declarer 
then led a low diamond to his ace. 
Next, he carefully cashed his own 
last trump, discarding a low spade 
from dummy. 


"As will be seen, this play re- 


sulted in making matters very un- 
comfortable for the defenders. A 
low spade now was led to the 
queen, the ace was cashed, and 
then the club queen provided a dis- 
card for South's six of diamonds. 
The club queen also gave West a 
severe headache. In order to play 
to this trick, he had to let go his 
spade stopper or his diamond king, 
either of which would be fatal. 
Since there was a chance that de- 
clarer did not have four spades, 
West naturally and correctly chose 
to let go a spade, but now declar- 
er's king and ten of spades be- 
came perfectly good for the ful- 
filling tricks.

TAKING UP 


A Little Saturday Talk 
Among the strange stories about 


the history of money is one from 
China. It tells how the mark of a 
thumb-nail turned into a crescent 
moon on certain Chinese coins! 


The Empress Wenteck, we are 


told, was handed a wax model of 
a coin which her mint was making 
ready to issue in the year 620 in 
our calendar system. 
In taking 


hold of it, to see 
whether 
she 


liked the design, she happened to 
press one of her .humb-nails into 
the wax. Then she handed back 
the model, and saii it was a good 
one. 


The die was made, and the coins 


•were stamped, each one with a 
crescent moon as part of the de- 
sign — the mark of Wenteck's 
thumb-nail! Later the moon was 
copied on coins put out by Japan 
and Korea. 


Those coins were made of metal, 


but China's 
history 
tells us of 


other kinds of money. At an early 
date, cowry shells were the most 
important kind of Chinese money. 
If a man owned 
100,000 cowry 


shells, he was rich. The cowry is 
a shellfish common along some 
parts of Asia's ocean coasts. 


Turtle shells were another kind 


of money in ancient China. They 
were supposed to bs worth more 
than cowry shells. 


Tools must have passed 
from 


hand to hand as money in early 
times. We have ao clear record 
of that period, but small models 
of tools came into use as money, 
and probably they took the place 
of real tools. 


"Tool 
money" 
was 
used 
in 


China more than 2500 years ago. 
The "coins" were 
shaped 
like 


spades, chisels, knives and other 
tools. They were nade of metal, 
and were only a lew inches long. 


The famous 
"cash" of " China 


appears to have come from chang- 
es in the tool money. At the end 
of,the handle of each little model 
of a tool was a hole which had 
been placed there so 
a person 


could string his money together. 
It is believed that the Chinese kept 
making the 
blades of the 
tools 


smaller and the upper parts of the 
handles larger, until at last there 
was left only a rounded part of 
the handle, with a good-sized hole 
in it! 


Yesterday I spoke of Marco Polo 


and how he found oaper money in 
China. He took the news of 
it 


back to Europe, but 'long before 
his time the Chinese had paper 
money, or sorrehting like it. 


Twenty-one hundred years ago. 


the Emperor Wu-!t brought out 
money called "pi-pi" The name 
meant "skin," and the money was 
made from squares of stag" skin 
which measured about a foot on 
each side.

Identify Wisconsin Birds 


AMERICAN" ROUGH-LEGGED HAWK 


Thli Is one of a series of 28 brief arti- 


cles descrlblnc birds common to Wiscon- 
sin. It It suggested thit readers clip these 
articles and illustrations for a serapbook. 


The 
American Rough-legged 


hawk nests north of the United 
States as far as the Arctic and win- 
ters from the extreme north of the 
United States to the southern part 
of the country. 


It is seen in Wisconsin only in 


the winter as a general rule, wait- 
ing for warmer weather to go again 
to its far north nesting area. It has 
not been known to nest in Wiscon- 
sin. 
In spring and fall many of 


the birds pass through the state. 


The Rough-legged Hawk 
has 


heavily feathered legs and feet and 
long thigh plumes. It is one of the 
largest of the hawks with a wing- 
spread of four to nearly five feet. 


The tail is long and white at the 
base. In flight the bird carries its 
wing somewhat bent at the "el- 
bow." 


Experts who have studied the 


bird's habits find it is one of man's 
best friends. While in the United 
States its food consists almost en- 
tirely of meadow mice with 
an 


j occasional rabbit and very rarely a 
i bird. During the fall and spring, 
frogs, grasshoppers and other large 
insects form part of its diet 


The Rough-legged hawk and the 


Goshawk are the only large hawks 
regularly present in the state in 
midwinter months. 


Lacking the bad habits of the 


Goshawk, the American Rough-leg- 
ged Hawk is considered one of the 
most beneficial of birds visiting or 
living in Wisconsin.
